DIREST POVERTY 


Plays a Piano im a Concert 
Hall at $4 a Week. 


ONCE HE WAS A BOSTON LION. 


He Dissipated $2,000,000 in an Opera 
Venture and Now Only Asks to 
Be Left Alone. 


BOSTON, Nov. 12.~—Too proud to ask as- 
sistance, Arthur Hussey Hamilton, youns- 
est son of the Duke of Hamilton, nephew 
of the Marquis of Queensberry and a broth- 
er-inlaw of one of Queen Victoria's most fa- 
mous soldiers, is playing a piano nightly in 
a Boston cafe for $4 a week. A few months 
ago he had a patrimony of $2,000,000, but that 
is beyond his reach now, and nightly he 


fingers the keys of a piano to accompany 4 
cornet and a violin. It is thought that more 
wealth will soon come to succor the ap- 
parently impoverished nobleman. Friends 
who knew him once in the exclusive Back 
Bay think he is waiting patiently for the 
time to come when he can draw funds from 
the source now closed against him. 
Meanwhile, too proud to let his position 
become known to the royal family, and a 
rugged independence keeping him from 50- 
liciting the aid of -friends here, he keeps 
his own counsel, stands aloof from former 
associates and simply waits. 
Hamilton is 3 years old, a graduate of 
Oxford, and has seen much of life. He 
was destined for the army, but when he 
came of age he was possessed of about 
$2,000,000, left to him by an aunt. He de- 
cided to enter._the field of grand opera, 
and musical people may remember the In- 
ternational Opera Co., which first made 
its appearance in Madison Square Garden, 
ore York City, during the winter of 


During the five years Hussey controlled 
the International Opera Co., it is claimed 
by theatrical men that his losses aggregat- 
ed nearly $1,000,000. The company was dis- 

banded in 1895, and since that time Hussey 
has divided his time between New York, 
Newport and Bosto 

In Boston he lived lavishly and cut a 
wide swath in society. 

Dinner parties, theater parties and tally- 
ho gatherings brought Hussey before the 
attention of the press of this city as_an 
acknowledged leader in high society. His 
portrait was used in many papers, accom- 
panied by stories of his lavish entertain- 
ments. 

Stories were circulated connecting his 
name with the names of many Boston's 
belles, and he was reported as engaged to 
marry several debutantes. 

There seemed to be no limit to his wealth; 
ae passed through his fingers like water 

through a sieve; he was the best fellow in 
town, and doting mammas were glad to 
extend the hand of welcome to this scion 
of nobility, when he condescended to visit 
their residences. Then Hussey suddenly dis- 
appeared. 

He spent several months in a hospital 
here, and when, about a year ago, he re- 
ap} eared, his money was gone. Then he 
sought work at his only passible occupa- 
tion, plano playing. 

He doesn’t deny that he is Arthur Hus- 
sey Hamilton, the youngest son of the 
Duke of Hamilton, but he tells strangers 
to let him alone.

sold immense stocks to the Indians in an- 
ticipation of the great feast which is to be 
the last of the kind by the famous chief. 

When seen by J. M. Blankenburg a few 
days ago as he was on his way from the 
Dalton country to this city, Kodowatt said: 
“This celebration is to be the last of the 
kind. I have sent messages to all the tribes 
of the Sftkas and Wrangels to come or 
send their chiefs to this eeting to unite 
them after this long alienation, in bonds of 
love and friendship, and to bury the hatchet 
forever. 
energies, for it is to be the last great pot- 
latch, and after it is held the Indians will 
be good and live as white men, and peace 
will reign among the tribes. 

The trouble between the Sitkas and 
Wrangels began 600 years ago, at a big 
feast held at Wrangel. The Sitkas had been 
invited by the Wrangels to a great feast. 
The Wrangels proceeded to give their 
guests a jolly good time. Before tong all 
were so jubilant that a free-for-all fight re- 
sulted and when it was over there were 
only a few of the Sitkas left to tell the 
story. Then the incensed Sitkas thirsted 
for the biood of revenge and they got it. 
Feuds résulted and fights prevailed. At last 
the Sitkas showed a friendly spirit, and, 
with every pretence of true friendship, in- 
vited the Wrangels to attend a feast given 
n recognition of renewed friendship. The 
Wrangels foolishly accepted and the Sitkas 
opened the feast with the most gracious 
ostentation. They got their guests into a 
‘arge building and as the mirth increased 
and good cheer gained control, the hosts 
began to slip out. Before the Wrangels 
knew it the Sitkas were out and the doors 
barred. Then the Sitkas set fire ‘to the 
building and the Wrangels were SaEmed 
alive. That happened nearly 200 tony hae 
but enough of the Wrangels were left at 
home to prolong the feud, but Kodowatt 
has succeeded in bringing them t ther 
again in bonds of enlightened friend#@hip.

THE WORLD'S RULERS. 


OTHERS WHO HAVE MILLIONS. 


Sultan of Sulu Collects His in a Novel 
Way and Samoa’s King Has 
$150 a Month. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Seventy-four 
men nd two women divide among them- 
selves the governments of the world. In 
other words, there are 76 rulers. Of these 
22 govern as presidents, 15 as kings, ll as 
dukes and grand dukes, six as emperors, 
five as princes and five as sultans. There 
are two khans, éf Beluchistan and of Khi- | 
va; two ameers, of Afghanistan and of 
Bokhara; two queens, Queen Victoria and 
Queen Wilhelmina; one khedive, of Egypt; 
one shah, of Persia; one bey, of Tunis; one 
mikado, of Japan; one maharaja, of Nepaul, 
and one rajah, of Sarawak. Of these august 
potentates Queen Victoria and her grand- 
son, Wilitam Ll..of Germany, are the only 
ones who sport two tities—the one queen 
and -empress, the other emperor and King. 

The most venerabie of these rulers is 
Sidi Ali Pasha, bey of Tunis, born in 1817. 
The youngest head of & nation is Wilhel- 
mina ,of holland, born in 188, the young 
king of Spain not yet being seated on his 
aricestral throne. In the spring and summer 
seasos one-third of the birthdays of these 
potentates occur, April, May und August 

being the particularly favored months, 

When. it comes_to civil lists.the kmperor 
of Russia, who ts said to be the richest man 
in the world, can show the largest bank 
account, $12,000,000 being his yeariy income. 
This is no more, however, than some good 
citizens of our republic have as their in- 
come! 

Seven other severeigns have incomes 
reaching the ee figure—the Sultan of 
Turkey, who has $10,000, 000; the Kmperor of 
Austria, who has :, 875,000; Seaperor Wil- 
liam of Germany, $3,852,770; King of ayn 
$2,~.8,000; the queen of England, $1,925,000 


y King of Bavaria, $1,412,000, and the King of 


Spain, $1,400,000. The King RAs Spain, how- 
ever, has an additional $ow,000 for his tam- 
ily, and the King of nny 4 must deduct from 
his millions $180,000 for his family 

The one who obtains the bulk rad his in- 
come in the most original manner is the 
Sultan of Sulu, who raises it by fines. He 
has men whose business it is to watch his 
subjects who are making money, and as 
soon as a man gets something ahead he is 
charged with some crime, and the result is 
a fine. If a man has amassed $500, tor ex- 
ample, he is accused of some crime, and to 
save himself from prison or death must pay 
a fine of $1000. The crown rince is often 
sent out to collect the fines. From the rents 
of lands he receives $5000 a year, and the 
United States adds $3000 in silver to the roy- 
al treasury yearly. 

The monarch i stands last on the list 
as regards his income is King Malietoa 
Tanu of Samoa. He ekes out an existence 
on the paltry sum of $150 a month, or less 
than $2600 a year. The salary paid to. his 
predecessor for upholding the dignity of the 


Samoan throne was $50 a month, 
this sum he was well satisfied.

As near as I could judge from ex- 
aminations of the books when the assignee 
took charge of them, the firm was insol- 
vent when Mr Van Sickle became a part- 
ner. The books are in frightful shape, ex-
